WOMAN  m)  HOME. 

The  Dreae  Question  Artistically  Con¬ 
sidered. 

The  days  of  what  was  miscalled  aesthetic 
dressing  have  passed  away  for  the  present. 
At  the  private  views  of  the  Groevenor,  or  of 
Its  younger  rival,  the  New  Gallery,  people 
appear  more  or  lees  in  the  same  kind  of  gar¬ 
ments  as  other  folk — Philistines  they  would 
have  been  called  a  few  years  ago— and, 
though  ijow  and  then  one  still  comes  upon 
the  limp,  trailing  garments  and  the  dispro¬ 
portionate  puffs  and  humps  of  some  lady, 
who  believe*  herself  to  be  dressed  artistically, 
the  fn  decidedly  the  exception,  and  no  one  ad¬ 
mires  her  very  much.  There  is  a  curious  and 
deep  seated  affection  In  the  female  mind— 
which  has  never  yet  been  scientifically  ex¬ 
plained— far  something  which  drags  behind. 

A  little  girl  of  3  years  old  will  make  herself 
perfectly  happy  if  she  can  put  on  her  mother’s 
shawl  and  drag  it  after  her  about  the  nursery 
floor.  She  feels,  no  doubt,  just  the  same  su¬ 
preme  satisfaction  .when  she  is  grown  to 
woman's  estate  and  Igoes  to  court  with  three 
or  four  yards  of  sijk  or  velvet  train  behind 
her.

Allot  her  curiosity  of  dress  is  tho  wearing 
of  ljumpa.  ^Esthetic  people,  as  they  called 
themselves  a  while  ago,  or  artistic  people,  as 
they  call  themselves  now,  like  them  on  their 
shoulders,  and  Phiiistines  elsewhere. 

To  the  uninitiated  it  4s  impossible  to  con¬ 
ceive  what  artistic  virtue  is  supposed  to  lie 
in  exaggerations,  which  hare  the  effect  of 
destroying  all  the  natural  proportions,  and 
obliterating  the  beautiful  natural  hues  of  a 
woman's  figure.  Yet  the  few  who  still  adhere 
to  tl)e  style  of  dress  which  has  gone  by  the 
name  of  artistic  are  never  so  well  pleased  as 
when  they  have  hit  on  some  costume  which 
heightens  or  widens  the  sh  >ulders  out  of  all 
pri'ijortion  to  the  rest  of  the  figure  and  waist. 

Loess  which  is  perfectly  adapted  to  the 
Muiib  of  the  wearer  can  be  none  of  these 
thicks,  nor  can  that  which  be*{«  ornament 
(if  gigantic  puffs  can  be  cousideml  orna- 
nut.fl  in  places  where  it  runs  counter  to  all 
the  lines  of  construction,  bo  artistic. 

Yft  there  surely  is  such  a  thing  as  artistic 
dre?tir and  it  is  a  subject  which  is  really 
worthy  of  a  woman’s  attention  and  study, 
for  Avery  woman  may  be  supposed  to  wu,h  to 
lootraor  liost;  to  dress  so  as  to  bring  out  all 
her  good  [>oints,  and.  as  far  as  possible,  con- 
cealltbose  which  ore  defective  iu  grace.  80 
muitt,  too,  may  I*1  done  by  clever  dressing; 
the  arms  may  be  spparentlv  lengthened  or 
shortened,  made  to  look  fuller  or  slighter, 
acceding  as  the  rest  of  the  figure  may  ueed 
it.  (Too  sloping  or  too  narrow  shoulders 
may  be  raised  r.r  broadened,  too  high  ones 
lowered  by  the  cut  and  style  of  the  bodice. 
Either  height  or  width  may  be  given  to  the 
figure  by  the  material  chosen,  or  by  its  ar¬ 
rangement.  Stout  people  may  be  madetb 
look  comparatively  slight,  and  very  thin- 
people  may  be  given  more  generous  propor¬ 
tions,  not  by  pinching  in  the  one  case  or 
padd  ing  in  the  other,  but  by  the  mere  study 
Of  form  and  01  proportions,  and  a  careful 
attention  to  each  individual.

Art  in  dress  comes  in  also  no¬ 
where  more  than  in  the  use  of  draping,  that

A  woman  who  dresses  artistically  is  never

Just  a  year  from  the  capture  of  the  B&stile 
he  swore,  in  the  presence  of  a  mighty  con¬ 
course,  on  the  Champs  de  Mars,  to  carry  out 
the  constitution  which  the  national  assembly 
was  drafting.

Necker,  despairing  ' 
of  order  out  of  chaos,  retired  to  Switzerland,  ) 
and  Mirabean,  who  hail  lately  been  on  the  !

But,  his  departure  having 
been  prevented  by  the  populace,  he  made  up 
his  mind  to  escape  and  summon  to  his  stand¬ 
ard,  somewhere  on  the  frontier,  all  bis  ail 
berents  and  resist  the  tyranny  of  the  multi¬ 
tude. 

A  plan  was  formed  to  that  end.  and  was 
put  in  execution  June  20,  with  the  assistance 
of  the  Marquis  de  Bouilte,  an  able  general 
and  most  honorable  gentleman.  It  would 
doubtless  have  succeeded  but  for  the  crass 
folly  of  Louis,  who  insisted  on  traveling  in  a 
special  coach  of  his  own,  instead  of  a  com¬ 
mon  carriage.  The  coach  was  observed,  as 
was  his  person,  which  he  imprudently  dis¬ 
played,  and  the  whole  party  was  stopped  by 
the  National  Guards  at  Varennes,  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty  miles  from  Paris,  anil  brought 
back  under  anna 

Before  this  time  the  king  had  ceased  to  be 
anything  more 
than  a  puppet, 
truth,  he  seemed 
like  a  mouse  in  the 
power  of  a  gigantic 
cat,  the  rabble; 
whq,  thoug'h  deter¬ 
mined  to  kill  him, 
wished  to  play  with 
and  torture 
first,  to  the  satis¬ 
faction  of  t  h 
savage  hearts.  He 
had  been  deprived 
of  every  vestige  of 
BUFFON.  authority.  The 

seiubly  had  months 
previous  abolished  all  feudal  rights  and  priv¬ 
ileges  of  rank,  and  promulgated  their  noted 
Rights  of  Men.  They  had  voted  that  the 
legislative  power  of  the  state  should  be  in¬ 
trusted  to  a  chamber  of  deputies  to  be  chosen 
biennially.  They  had  conferred  npon  the 
king  the  right  of  a  suspensive  veto  iu  its  pro¬ 
ceedings.  Scarcity  of  money  and  food  bad 
augmented  the  popular  excitement  to  a  de¬ 
gree  of  frenzy.  The  assembly  had  extended 
the  right  of  suffrage  to  nearly  everybody; 
had  ordered  the  confiscation  of  church  prop¬ 
erty  for  the  advantage  of  the  state,  and  sanc¬ 
tioned  the  issue  of  assignats. 

This  paper  currency  was  to  be  redeemed  by 
the  sale  of  the  confiscated  property  of  the 
church  and  the  emigrants  (emigres).  It  re¬ 
tained  a  value  of  above  90  per  cent,  for  two 
years,  after  which  it  began  to  decline.  The 
original  issue  of  1,200.000,000  francs  was  in¬ 
creased  to  nearly  46.000.000,000,  beside  which 
many  skillful  counterfeits  were  manufactured 
abroad.  Various  severe  laws  were  passed  to 
fix  prices  aud  compel  the  community  to  ac¬ 
cept  assignats  at  their  face  value,  but  to  no 
purjwse.  They  fell,  in  179t*>,  to  a  discount  of 
ft!  j«r  cent.,  and  at  Last  were  redeemed  by 
government  drafts  (mami-ts)  at  one-thirtieth 
of  their  nominal  rate.  They  wqre  in  the  end 
retired  by  mandats,  authorized  by  law,  bear¬ 
ing  their  current  value.
